S-K-0. 401, -In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy Act, 
1957 (62 of 1057), the Central Governroent hereby makes the following regula- 
tions further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscel- 
laneous Regulations, 1964. published with the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R-O. 22-E, dated the 191h February, 
1964, namely: — 

1. These Regulations may he called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Ser- 
vice and Miscellaneous (Fourth Amendment) Regulations, 1971. 

2. In the Naval Ceremonial, the Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Re- 
gulations, 1964 In regulation 382, after sub-regulation (i), the followi.ng sub- 
regulation shall be inserted:— 

“(lA) An Officer who is required to report to the training establishment 
for medical examination befor© the commencement of training shall 
be entitled to the rates of pay and allowaiees admissible to regular 
officers of the Indian Na\' 7 ,r of equivalent rank for a period not exceed-
